James Kelr Hardie, President ot 
the Independent Labor party, pro- 
tested against nny attemjjted recon- 
struction of fho llouse of Lords, aa 
the IjP.boritcs did not believe merely 
in destroying the veto power of the 
Lords, a relic of feudalism, an insult 
and outrage upon democracy. He 
hoped that the Qovernnient vrould 
make the passage of the budget con- 
tingent upon the veto biU going 
through, and he uryed the OeTern- 
mcnt to retoM the Supply as a 
means of forcing the Honae of Lords 
to agree to the ab<^ition of their 
own Tcto power. 

Thcro the ni,TtlT st.imls, and none 
knows how it will end, hut it is very 
j)rnbablc tli.if (lie ))i<s<nt Cabinet 
will be forcfd to retire and that an- 
other general election wtll take 
aooa after Kaster. Then iinless the 
questions before the people are more 
clearly defined, the Liberala will be 
beaten and home rule for Ireland in- 
definitely postponed. 



TOLEDO CATHOLICS 



Are the Irish to get home rule In 
the near future, or is it to be post- 
poned indefinitely ? These are ques- 
tions that are agitating the people 
«f the Irish race at home and 
•broad. None haa « solution to these 
^oestloniB. Just at present there is 
a crislii in Xnflish politics and Ire- 
land is vitally affected. The speeeli 
of King Edward VII. at the oi)ciiing 
of Parliament was brie', but caused 
trouble. It took only four minutes 
to read the speech, and ttie principal 
part of it is as follows: 

"fieoent experience has disclosed 
. serious dUffiralttes due to recurring 
Afferences o' strong opinion be- 
tween the two branches of the Legis- 
lature. Proposals will be laid before 
you with all convenient speed to de- 
fine the relations between the 
houses of Parliament, so as to se- 
<;ure the undivided authority of the 
House of f'oninions over finance and 
its predominance in legislation. 
These mea.sures, In the opinion of 
iny advisers, should provide that this 
lioiise ahould be so oonstltntad and 
empowered as to ezereisa impartially 
in regard to proposed legislation, 
the ftmctions of initiation and revis- 
ion are subject to proper safeguards 
<')f delay." 

A deb,-;te on the King's speech fol- 
lowed in both houses of Parliament. 
Lord Lansdowne, leader of the oppo- 
sition in the llouse of Lords, stated 
l/bat if the (iovernnient was -ible to 
ahow that the upi)er chamber was 
constituted in a manner not. con- 
ducive to the efficient discharge of 
Ita business, then the Peers them- 
aelves were prepared to co-operate 
in finding a remedy. If the Govern- 
ment was not prepnre<l to show that 
Ihe Lords were reniis.^ in their duty, 
then the Lords were ready, he eeid. 
to draw up ])rop(jsal. of tiicir own 
<Iealing with the (|Ueslion. 

In the llou-se of ('oniiuons Arthur 
J. Balfour spol<e for the opposition. 
He declared that the King".s speech 
•was ambiguous, particularly on the 
naval question. The general election 
liad been primarily on the budget, 
Ite said, and he was not quite sure 
what the country had pronounced. 
He added: 

"When the budget has received 
cold and chilly, but numericflliy ade- 
cuate support in this house, it will 
doubtless l)ecoiue a law. I believi- 
the majority t)f tho eonstittiencies in 
Orcat Pritain are preparc<i to sup- 
])(irt the l)iidget, but can it be pre- 
tended that Ireland favors it? If 
Ireland abstains from opposing the 
t>udget it will be because the Irish 
members think that the interests of 
homa rule override those of finance, 
smd I hold that if the budget were 
isolated from all other questions it 
would be rejected. !f the Prime Min- 
ister's lioiiic rule (l<'claration, made 
just Ijefore the election, had been 
taken seriotisly in iCngland as it was 
in Ireland the other (|nestions would 
all have been dwarfed." 

In replying for the Government 
Premier Asquith said that apart 
from the fmanoial provisions, the 
cnly quA^tlon on whloh the Qovern- 
anent announced leglalation was the 
relations between the two houses. 
Nothing more would he introduced 
•this session. The - Premier also in- 
timated his intention of putting the 
bxid^et ahead of the Lords' veto 
<)ucstii'ii. The Xalionalists and 
Laborites took prompt e.vception to 
Jilr. Asquith's pronunciumento, and 
the fall of the Cabinet seemed 
likely. 

John E. Bedmond, speaking for the 
Irish Nationalists, said they stood as 
they always had, apart and inde; 
pendent, allied to no British party. 
They had supported the Governmeiii 
at the last election because tiie 
Prime Minister s jiledgc on home rul.^ 
^v■a8 supplemcntetl by one still more 
important to Ireland, the abolition 
of the veto power of the Houiie of 
Lords, which was tantamount to the 
adoption of home rule. He thought, 
and the country thought, iw eon- 
ihiued, that Premier AsqnIth had 
promised to ask for. gruaranteea ot 
the exercise of the royal prerogative, 
and that if he did hot get them he 
would decline to hold oniee. But it 
appeared that the Nationalists were 
mistaken. Tlie (iovernment's policy 
was to pass tiie bndijet iM'f.-re any 
assurance was pivi-n that the veto 
bill would pass. It was ii disastrous 
policy, and meant the tlirowing away 
of the mindate which they had re* 
-ceived from tiie country. They 
•would be snabting the Lords on the 
veto bill to force a second election 
in a year, and tha Oovemment would 
toe beaten by the weary electorate. 
If the Prime Minister gives us rea- 
sonable assurance that he will be 
able to carry the veto bill into law 
tiiis year," said Mr. Redmond, "we 
will vot« for the hudjret, but we are 
not willing to pay that price for 
-nothing- " 

Things l.(oked squally for the Gov 
ernment ot the close of the debate 
on Monday evening. On Tuesday the 
political horizon had somewliat 
cleai-ed, <VR Winston Spencer 
Churchill. President of the Board of 
•Trade, who appearexl to speak for 
the Oovernnjent. said that the veto 
question would be pushed. This, of

and useless custom of i>eople heed- 
lessly procuring their goods and uo- 
ing their shopping at inconvenient 
hours and days, a liad habit which 
could be easily changed, aa it has 
)>i<on done in this dtv in the ease of 
the barber sOiopa oios^ on Sun- 
days. 

••.And convinced that this unnatural 
work is- a cimstant danger to the 
htvilth of a large number, eapecially 
among our working women and girls, 
and to the morality of many, 

"Seaolved, That it is the duty of 
all civic, religious, commercial, in- 
dustrial and social influences to co- 
operate in the abolition of all unnec- 
essary work in the evening, during 
the night and on Sundays, and to 
educate the people at large to help 
in the cause of humanity by s\ip))ly- 
ing their wants as mueli as ])ossil>!e 
only during the natural time of 
work — that is, during the daylight 
and on the working <!ays diilv."

One hears much these days of 
Bishops, their appointments, conse- 
cration and enthronement, but there 
are many who know little of the 
Bishops' powers and duties. The 
word BishoQ is derived from tlic 
Qreek episcopus, which occurs in 
writers of the ejirliest age in the 
general sense of overseer, and was 
especially applied in later Cireel< to 
the ofifcers whom the Athenians 
sent to Btbject States. The Christians 
adapted the word as the title of an 
ecclesiastical dignitary who has re- 
ceived tha higheat ot the saored or- 
ders and Is lnv>eated with authority 
to rule a diocese as its chief pastor. 

A Bishop is therefore superior to 
simple priests, and the Council of 
Trent defines, that this superiority 
is of divine origin. As a matter of 
history, St. James was IJishoj) of 
.Terusalem in the year 44. Accord- 
ing to the Council of Trent a Bishop 
is the successor of tlie Apostles. He 
li.i- r. reived the sacrament of holy 
order in all its fullness. Like the 
Apostles, he can confirm, ordain 
priests and eonaeoiate other Bishops. 
The Pope himself, as far as order 
goea, is only a Bishop. The church 
teaches that the Holy Ohost has ap- 
pointed Bishops to rule the church 
of God, and although the Po^>c can 
suppress sees or change their 
botmdarics, lie can not do away 
throughout the cliurch with Bishops 
governing their .sih^s witli or<linai"y 
jurisdiction. Iwcavise this would in- 
volve a change in the divine consti- 
tution of tha church, which is unal- 
terable. 

Each, individual Bishop has certain 
duties to the whole church. It is his 
duty to bear witness to the faith 
and tradition of his predecessors and 
ot his flock, and he sits as a judge 
in general councils. All these rights 
are held and duties exercised in 
union with and in aubodssion to the 
se<" of Rome. 

It is the duty of the Bi.shop in each 
diocese to preach and teach the 
word of Qod. No book treating on 
i^eligion can be published until it has 
been examined by the Biahop's or- 
ders and received bis imprimatur. 
He is required to guard the morals 
of his flock, and "especially to main- 
tain discipline among his clergy, lie 
must reside in his diocese and must 
make a visitation of all the churches 
in his diocese at least every two 
years. He may make laws for his 
diocese; not, liowever, sticli as are 
contrary to the law of the church. 
He can inflict penalties, suspension, 
excommunication and the like. He 
may erect or suppress churches, pro- 
vided that be observes the canonical 
regulationa respecting such matters, 
d he yratches over the manage- 
ment of temporal goods pertainiiifr 
to the church and pious places, lie 
is addressed by his clergy and i>eo- 
plc as "Your Reverend Lordship." 
The I'ope himself addresses him as 
"Vener.ible Iti other." in many 
countries the Bishop has special 
rights and titles of honor accorded 
him by laws of the State. 

Bishops were first of all chosen by 
the apostles. St. Paul, for instance, 
ieft St. Titus at Crete with authority 
to ordain priests and exercise other 
episcopal functions. To be elected 
Bishop a person must be at least 
thirty years old, in holy orders, of 
Catholic parentage and of i;ood 
fame. If the ix'rson elected accepts 
lie must ask within a fi.\cd time for 
the Papal confirmation. This con- 
firmation is given by the Pope in a 
consistory of Cardinals, and in virtue 
of it the Bishop contracts ^tirltual 
marriaga with his see and receives 
full' jurisdiction within it. 

A Bishop is consecrated by the 
Pope or by some one especially com- 
missioned in' him. Tlie consecrator 
is assisted by two other Bishops. 
The person to he consecrated takes 
SOI oath to be faithful to the Holy 
See, and that he will visit the Pope 
at atated intervals to give an account 
of Us atewardship. The oonaacra- 
tion Should take place within three 
montha after his confirmation as 
Biahop. He is consecrated by the 
imposition of hands, the tradition of 
staff and ring, the unction with the 
chrism, the imposition of the book 
of the gospels on bi.i siioulders and 
other rites prescribed by the Pon- 
tifical. The Pope's leave is required 
for resignation. 

Titular Bishops ars those who have 
been conaecrated to sees which for- 
merly existed, but which have been 
lost to Christendom. Tbey are as- 
signed to assist other Bishops and 
Arehbishopa whose duties are 
onerous, or wiio require help owing 
to advancing age or continuous ill- 
ness. 

An .Archliishop is one wlui is a 
degree higher than an ordinary 
Bishop. He moy or may not have 
suffragan BisJiops under liiin. As a 
rule he has sveveral suffragan 
Bishops in his archdiocese. A Car- 
dinal is still a higher degree, al- 
though not all Cardinals have been 
priests or Bishops.

Rev. Father NoHan, ll^resident of 
St. Andrew's Seminsry and Chan 

cellor of the Bochester diocese, in a 
masterly sermon on "PtacUces and 
Devotions of the Catholic Church,' 
said in part: 

"There are three tfreat acts of 
religion which every Catholic makes 
use of in his or her spiritual life. 
'J'hesc are prayer, tli^ sacrifice of 
the mass and the sacraments. In 
addition to these, however, there 
are many other devotional practices 
used in the course of. the year which 
are called sacramentalfl, such as 
holy water, the sign of the cross, 
blessed ashes, palms, etc. Behind the 
use of these various objects -is a 
jirincijile, and to this princii>le the 
church appeals for jonification in 
these practices. A person oould be 
a Catnolic without using sacra- 
msntals, but once the prayers that 
are used in the blessing of these 
aril< les are understood and the real 
value the church puts upon them is 
known, they become nnportant in 
the Christian life. The church takes 
a man as he is, cnnipoised of body 
ind soul. She tries to reach the in- 
tellect through the senses, Trom 
the visible the invisible }8 known. All 
things are considered -.good except 
sin. She takes some of these 
creatures or objecu, blesses them 
and calls them sacramentala. 

"These are distinct from the sacra- 
ments, which were instituted hy 
Christ ns channels of grace and nre 
seven in nnnilier. The ehiircli could 
not institute a sacrament ; tliat Ix-- 
longcfl to the Founder of the true 
religion. She can and does institute 
sacra mentals. Their number and 
use may increase as the years go 
by. These saeramentals do not con- 
fer grace in themselves, but serve to 
stir up in the soul certain disposi- 
tions by reason of whiSh the grace 
of Ood comes to the heart. The effi- 
cacy of power of a i sacramental 
does not consist in thd object, but 
in the jirayers.of th« j|rar& which 
blesses them."

.Ni'cording to a cnlili- from Rome 
to the .New York ]l<'ral(l the Vatican 
is this week considering the erection 
of two new dioceses in me West, one 
at Crookston, lowa. and another nt 
Biamark, North Dakota. The former 
will be a auffragsn see of Dubuque 
and the latter ox the archdiocese of 
St. Paul. In appointing the Bishops 
to these new sees the Congregation 
of Cardinals, says the cable message, 
will be principably guided by the ad- 
vice . of Archbishops Keaiie of 
Dubuque and Ireland of St. Paul, 
both of whom have furnished lists 
of suitable? <'andidates to Rome. 

It i.s stated also that a Coadjutor 
Bisliop, with right of succession, 
will be given Monsijrnor Chatard, 
Bishop of Indianapolis, and it is be- 
lieved that the choice will fall upon 
the Very Rev. Father Chartrand, the 
iicNvly appointed Vioar General of 
the Indianapolia diooese. 

The same advices aay that an ef- 
fort is being made to reopen the 
Vatican's decision on the right of 
temporary administrators to make 
permanent appt)intinents. Aliout one 
month ago the authorities in Itoine 
deciih'd adversidy to Monsignor 
Smith, administrator of the diocese 
of Fall River, Mass., who had ap- 
Kiinted five irremovable rectors. 
Vow it aeema that Father Smith and 
his five appointees have instructed 
their attorneys to push an appeal. 
In view of its importance the appeal 
has been admitted, but it is very un- 
likely that there will be a reversal 
of the original decision. 

Other advices from Rome say that 
a new code of ecclesiastical law that 
will deal with all countries has liccii 
prepared, and one chui.se in tiie code 
expressly prohibits administralnrs 
from making uppoiutiueuts to vacant 
rectorships. 

It is said in Rome that Pope Pius 
X. haa decided to introduce an im- 
jtortant reform into the military 
corps known as the Noble Gtutrd, 
whose sjK'cial duty it is to provide 
for the safety of liis person and en- 
hance the dignity of great functions, 
liilil now meiiihers of this select 
eoi ps have been cliosczi from the 
noble families of the Pap.-il Stiitcs, 
and active members of the corjis are 
jiaid fixed salaries. I'ope Pius wishes 
to make the corps international and 
render it purely honorary. In future, 
it is said, membera are to be adeem- 
ed as far as possible from the ranks 
of those who can afford to dedicate 
two or three weeks every year to 
the service of the Pope. 

It appears that there may ba a 
postponement of the consistory 
that was fi.xed for the first week fu 
.\pril. The trouble, it is alleged, is 
<;iused by the equivocal position of 
the Papal Nuncio at N'ienna. Count 
\'on Aehreiithal. President of the 
.Austrian Council of State, and the 
Nuncio are at outs, and the Count 
has declined to make the customary 
Iietltion for the Cardinal's hat for 
the Nuncio. As the Pope does not 
wish in this case to depart from 
ancient usage, and at the same time 
Is reluctant to give even the appear- 
ance of sifling with the (iovernmeut 
against the Nuncio by recalling him 
>ni N'ienna. a vsfy disagrseable 
tangle has arisen. 

On Tuesday Pope Pius raised the 
Rev. Father J. W. Hendrick, of Ovid. 
N. Y., to tha digiiity of domestic pre- 
late with the title of Monsiga-ir. 
Father Hendrick is a brother of the 
late Thomas A. Hendrick, Bishoo of 
Cebu, and waa with his brother >vben 
he died in the Philippines last Oc- 
tober.

Pius X. has ratifieil the decision 
of the Consistorial Congregation by 
nppf)inting the Kev. John \\. Shaw, 
of Mobile, Ala., Titular Bishop of 
Oastabala and Coadjutor l^ishop of 
San Antonio, Texas, which gives him 
the right of succession to the pres- 
ent Bishop, tha Right Rev. John 
Anthony Forest, who lias been the 
heed of that diocese since October, 
1895, said a Rome cablegram. Con- 
temporaneously with this decisiori a 
letter from .Monsignor .Shaw arrived 
in Itonic from Kol)e, Ja|>an, where he 
is aceoinpauying the American party 
of Jioinau C-at holies wlM Were in 
iiouie last November. 

Monsignor Shaw was a student at 
the American Ixiliege during his 
late visit. Everybody at the \ atican 
was struck by and much appreciated 
his extreme modesty and piety. At 
his departure he is said not to have 
concealed hia fealinff of r^ret. 

"This is my last visit to Borne." he 
remarked. 
"Who knows?" was the retort. 
"Home is too far and there is too 
much work for me in .\uicrica." 

His interlocutor, a iirominent ec- 
clesiastic, added: "You'll l>e obliged 
to come once you are appointed 
Bishop," St which the American pre- 
late smiled, simply replying: "You 
wish to Joke," Uttle imagining that 
the prelate knew more than he 
thought end that the episcopal dig- 
nity would be conferred on him be- 
fore he reached America again. The 
Pope personally noticed Father Shaw 
wlien he received hirn in audience 
iind iiKiuired about hini. and when 
Cardinal de Lai. .Secretary of the 
( onsistorial Congregation, men- 
tioned him as a candidate^ for the 
Coadjutorship of San Aatonio, His 
Holiness exclaimed: 

"He ia a elersr man of the right 
sort and will make a good shepherd."

Irish men an<l women. Friends of 
the Irish race in .\mcri.-a should dis- 
co ii rage these things, she said. 
Among other thinga Miss O'BetUy 
added: 

"The Irish liUe t.i c.dd to the.gay- 
ety of nations and liave no objection 
to a joke directed against them- 
selves. But the persistent misrep- 
resentations have got to be consid* 
ered as portraits of the typical Irish« 
man. There is no Irish press aor 
Irish stage to set up a counterblast. 
There are some Irish newspapers, 
i)ut they do not exchange with the 
foreign press, The Irish newspaper 
associations are a port of the Kng- 
lish press and it is from tlie Knglish 
press that tlii-se c.i ricatures were 
first distributed. It is not fair 
treatment. 

"I would appeal to the sense of 
hospitality of tha American people 
not to insult the Irish race. We are 
in a minority here. Although Irish- 
men have done a great deal for 
America, they can do nothing for 
themselves as a nation here. We ask 
to receive the kindly treatment of 
our nation.'il peculiarities that is due 
to strangers. It is a surprise and a 
ilistinet shock t > a visitor from Ire- 
land in this country to hear cob- 
webs alluded to as 'Irish draperies,' 
or tatters as 'Irish fringe,' That pig 
in the jparl(H> joke ia not pleassnt to 
us. Ilie gintleman that i>ays the 
rint' doesn't walk in and out of the 
liouse and up and down the front 
stairs in our cottages any more than 
he does here. We keap our, pigs la 
styes." 

Irish wit and luinior were de- 
M-ribed by Miss O'Ue'lly as founded 
in philosophy. "The wit of the peas- 
antry consists iu uii apt mis^ipplica- 
tion of terms," she said. "It has 
earned its fame not by being merely 
fantastic but by Unking ideas. This 
is the function of philosophy. It is 
found in its best ' development in 
Irish humor, which at its best, when 
analyzed, will be seen to display a 
jii-ofdund insight into htiman nature. 
Mere readiness in repartee or facil- 
ity for making had puns could never 
earn the geiu-ral re(-oijnition that the 
world has been forced to accotti to 
the wit of tlie Irish race." 

Another feature of the afternoon's 
meeting was the reception of the 
President's flsg tty tn« Fellowship 
Club.

A\ Barrett and David Maloney are 
the principal soloists who have 
promised to render Irish melodies. 
.'\n effort is being made to secure a 
vocal quartette, and tha eommittee 
on mnsia promises a delightful pro- 
gramme. Jndge O'Doheny will be 
the proncipal orator and will give his 
audience a close view of political 
questions in Great Britain and Ire- 
land.

In a community 
containing a number of non-Cath-

Discovoiry Made by Priest 
In OM CliurcH In 
Italy. 



The interesting discovery has 
been made that there are frescoes 
in the Churoh of St. Donato. near 
Deruttt, in the province of I'erugia. 
under three coats of whitewasli. 

'I'lie parish ))ric8t accidentalls dis- 
eovereil the frescoes while n-nioviiig 
a nail from the wall, which caused 
a piece of plaster to be detached. 
The frescoes represent historical 
subjects. One is signed by De 
Pauullo and dated 1430. The other 
inscriptions have not yet been de- 
ci^ered. 

The frescoes are cvcellcntly pre- 
served and well executed. Tl»\v 
have mostly Ix-en identifieti us tlie 
work of tlie fifteenth century. Tliey 
probably extend through the entire 
church, part of whieti la now used as 
a lumber store.
